-tbejeculiar circutobvancrs of tho situation, 
tho execution of the order would defeat it! 
purpose. But it is idle to cite illustrations. 
..The rnle_ of public law is notoriously 
as we ha«e .-. stated it. ' Private ' property 
on land, is also exempt, from confifi-ation," 
says Wheaton, "with the exception of such as 
may became booty in special ctsei, when ta- 
ken from enemies in the field or in beseiged 
towns, and of military contributions levied 
upon the inhabitants of the' hostile territory."

water flush In the second cock. Now had this been true, 
aud uo more eteam in the boilers than represented bv

that when the tiroa were tilled up and began to burn 
briakly, the parts or t ie boilers left bare and exposed 
o the action berime heated, aud when from tiic work- 
ing ot the doctor - engine addst'oiial water was 
llirown into the hollers, tningliug with that al- 
rosdy so hlgUrv charged with heat aud coa.lng in 
mntaci with the portions of the boilers heated, and 
i ready weakeued by that heat, would from aucu a com-

That rome such came aa tbia p oduced 
it seems cl-ar: -from the . explosion itself; all tie 
witnesses agree tdat tbey saw uotliiuK.it was a sound,

.moke, and all was gone, and the boat aud cargo on Are 
■ ii many ; places at tde aauic time. We mu t therefore 
.u the di.cha- gs of our duty, lay the blame of this di; 
later upou James Boland; ho did as we couc ive hesjll 1 1 
i's duty, in that he staid away too long from th ■ en- 
gines. There ia no proof. before iuuths>t he, all the time 
h* boat lav at Fifth street, ever had Uie dortor engltv 
tartod, or tried tbe water by his guage-rocka till halt au 
hournefoie the bell was tapped. Itis the duty of an 
enginncer, as we conceive, w heu a boat la h ing at the 
.vharf. or at any plaee, to look well after these things 
when steam is up, in cdor to guard against any cf tho 
lulshsgrs we have named.

OFFICIAL REPORT OF COL. WM. W. DUFFIELD, 
OF THK NINTH MICHIOAN KKG1MKNT. t- ELA- 
T1VB TO THE AFFAIR AT Mt'Kt KKtSBOP.U'. 
TBNNKSSEK, ON THK 13I1I JULY ULT. 

Mukkrebsboko ', Tess, July J3, 1862. 
CoioiKi'— Althcugh I had not yet formally as- 
sumed command of the Twenty-third Brigade, 
yet as Brigadier Genoral Thos. T. Crittenden and 
the other t ffi»rs of his command have been cap- 
tured, ard futwardsd to Chattanooga, permit me 
to submit tha following report of sucb portion of 
the Attack on this post, made on tbo 13 h inst., 
as came under my own personal obseivaticn 

I arrived here, after an absence of two months, 
in the afternoon of the 11th inst., coming down 
on the sams train with Brigadier General Tbos. 
T. Crittenden, the newly appointed commander 
of the post, And found that several material 
changes had been mads in the location and en- 
campment of the Twenty-third Brigade tioce mv 
departure. Instead of tbe whole command 
cimping together, as it had dooe, it was 
separated iuto two portions, several milis 
apart. Tbe brigade had n*ver been drilled 
as Hich nor a brigade guaul mounted. Each 
regimont furoisboi its quota of olficsrs and men, 
and watched csrtain roads, and, worira than all, 
tho commanding officers of the respective regi- 
ments were on ill terms wiilt each other, and 
this feeling, on one occasion, hid broken out into 
an open personal quarreL Tbe result was a 
great lack of discipline and a bitter feeling of 
jealousy between the different regiments, mani- 
festing itself in the personal encounters of the 
men when tbey met upon tbe street. There was 
no order, no harmony. The parts of th*. macfaino 
did not fit well together, and the commanding 
officer seems either not to have possessed the 
will or the ability to adjust them. 

Gen, Crittenden and myself immediately after 
our arrival visited tbe several camps, discussed 
the impropriety of a divided command and deci- 
ded upon a concentration, but as neither of us had 
assumed command, we deferred it until the mor- 
row. But on the morrow the blow fel 1 , and the 
danger we anticipated became a reatity. Gen. 
Crittenden made his hearlrfjurters in town, while 
I p eferred camping with my own men and tbero- 
f ro pitched piy ten' with tbe five (5) companies 
of the llth Michigan Voluntoers. 

The force then at Murfreesboro was as follows: 
Fivo companies. A, C, G, H, and K, 9th Michi- 
gan volunteers, Lieut. Col. Parkhurst command 
ing, 200 strong, together with the 1st (quadron "f 
the t h Kentucky cavalry, Captain Cnllson, 81 
strong, were camped three fourths of a mile east 
of the town, on the Lloerty turnpike. O.ie com 
pany (B) of the ll.h Michigan volunteers, Capt 
Hound), 42stroog, occupied the court house, the 
othor four compinies of tho D.h Michigan having 
been ordered to Tulluhoma a . month sines, while 
nine companies of the J I Minnesota volunteers, 
Col. Lester (one c wnpjny being on detached du'y 
as train gusni) 430 etroog, and Hewett's lit 
Kentucky battery, two sections, 72 strong, occu- 
pied the east ba:.k of Stones river at a distance 
of more than three miles from the encampment ot 
the detachment of tbe 9:h Michigan volunteers. 
Orders were received from Nashville on the eve- 
ning of tho 12th iast., direc i ig tbe 1st rquidron 
of the Uh Kentucky cavalry to proceed imme- 
diately lo Lebsnott. The total effective strength 
of the command at M :'f.-< ■•■ '■< ro cn lbs raorni'-g 
of the 13 h ir at. did not, therefore, tx:eed 814 
men, including pickets. 

The attack was made at d lybreak on the morn- 
ing of the 18;h instant by the 2d cavalry briead", 
O. S. A , Brig. Oes. N. B ForreBt over 3,00X1 
strong, consisting of one Texas regiment, L'eut. 
Col. Walker, the 1st and 2d Gnorgta regiments, 
Cols. Winston and Hood, one Alabama regi neot, 
Col. Jsundets, and one Tennessee regiment, Col 
Lawton. The poise of so many hoofs at full speed 
upon the Macudamizsd roads was so great that 
the alarm was given before the head of their 
column reached our pickets about a mile dis- 
tant, so that our men ware formed and ready to 
receive them, although they came on at full 
epred. The Toxins and a battalion of the Geor- 
gia regiments, in all over 800 strong, attackod 
the de achmeat of the 9th Michigan volunteers. 
So fierce and impetuous waa this Attack that our 
men were forced nearly to the centroof our camp, 
but they fell bick steadily, and ia order, with 
their faces to thefie. Bat upon reaching tbe 
centre rf our camp their line was brought, to a 
hal'. and after twenty minutes of nearly band to 
barn! fighting, the enemy broke and Had in the 
■o il tool cor.fu.'ion, followed in clo3e pursuit by one 
company as .-kirmisbers. A rquadron of cavalry 
at this time launched at their heels would have 
utterly routed and annihilate 1 them. Icdsod, so 
great was their panic that thoir officers wero uua- 
b'e to check tbe fu ti'tiven for a space of seven 
miles, and Col. Lawion, commaodiag a Georgia 
regiment, waa subsequently arrested by Gsneral 
Forrest for miecoiiouct under the fire of the 
enemy. 

1'uring this attack both officers and men. wilb. 
one single exception, behaved very handsomely. 
Tbero was no excitement, no hurry, no confusion; 
very thing was done calmly, quietly, and i i 
obedience to orders; but it is with the dsepest 
shame and mortification I am compelled to re- 
port that one officer of Michigan lias been guilty 
of gross cowardice in the fac-s of the enemv. 
Capt, John A. Turner, of Company K, at. the 
first alarm left bis quarters, abandoned his com- 
p iny, and Bed from his command under the 
enemy's tire; and 1 therofore inclose you here- 
with charges preferred against him for vialA- 
tinn of the 52d article of war. Capt. Charles 

V. Dencd, Company C, !Kh Michigan volunteers, 
ilesetvei er-pccisl mention for his cool and gallant 
conduct throughout the entire action, and tho 
fearless mode in which he led bis company as 
-kirmishora in purtui' of the enemy wheu re- 
pulsed ; also, First Lieutenant Hirim Birrnws, 
of Company A, of "he seme regiment, for Ihe 
tenacity with which hs hsfd hid ground, although 
sorely pre-ssd by the enemy. 

Ths loss of Ihe de'achment of tbe 'J.h Michigan 
Vuluntasrs his been very severe for tbe number 
engaged, amounting (o one officer and twelvo men 
killed, liiroo officers and seventy five men wound- 
ed, tvro of whom have rince tied. Tbo enemy's 
loss has bean much more severe than our own. 
M re than double tbo number of their dead were 
buried with ours and their wounded are to be 
found in slmist overy bouse. A o their 
under! are a Colonel, n Mijot, two Aetju'auts 
aud a Surgein. 

I inclose you herewith the Surgeon s rep .rt of 
the killed and wonndod ol the 9th Michigan Vol- 
unteer? : 

Not having been present at the eubs-quent sur- 
render rf ths dsticumsnt of U.h Michigan Vol- 
unteers, under Lieut. Col. Parkhurs', I dsn only 
state the facts rs reported to me, which show that 
this force, isolated ard reduced by killed and 
wotind'd to less than 75 men, aftor having .held 
tbtif ground from I "'clock A. M till 1 o'c'ock I*. 
M , wero compelled to surrender or be cut to 
pieces by the entire force cf tho enemy. I am 
reliably informed that Co. B, 9th Michigan Vol- 
unteers, under command of First Lieut. Wright, 
held the court-bouse against an incessant attack 
bv a greatly superior fores from 1 A. M nmil 

V I . ' P. M, and did not surrender until ths 
eiumy had pos egsion of the lower story of 
tie buildiog, and bad startel a fire wiih the evi- 
dent intention of burning tbwrn out. 

Of the surrender of tho 31 Minnesota Volun- 
teers and Hewott's 1st Kentucky Artillety, under 
commend of Col. Lester, I cannot spsak fiom 
personal knowledge, nor have I received any in- 
formation from sources sufficiently reliable to 
warrtnt my communicating to you any details. 
Indeed, I would much prefer not to do so. The 
circumstances of tbe case as reported bsar pain- 
fully upon the honor cf a brother officer now a 
prisoner of war, and who is therefore unable to 
defend himself. 

I inclose a list of tbe killed and wounded of the 
Hi Minnesota Volunteers, furnished me by the 
Assistant Surgoon of that regiment, amounting 
to 2 killed ar.d 8 wounded, one of whom was 
killed and 2 wounded in line, and the remainder 
in camp. 

. Iq the early part cf this attack I received two 
wounds — one passing through the righ*. ten'.kls, 
the other through the left thigh. Torse, though 
very painful and "bleeding profusely, did tot pre- 
vent mo from remaining with my own regiment 
until ths attack was ropulsed, when, tainting 
from pain and less of blood, I was carriod from 
the field, and wa>, therefore, not a witness of 
whit subsequently occurred. At noon of the 
Fame day I was made prisoner by Brig. G sn 
Forrest, but ia my then helpless condition was 
released upon my parole not to bear arms against 
the Confederate States nitil regularly ezehaagiid.

was completely surprised and captured, with but 
trifling 1 is», on tbe morning of tbe 2oth ult., by 
a force of iirsgular cavalry. 

Oa the same day tho companies of Captains 
Boyle and Goben, Tenth Indiana, which were or 
Isred to protect two bridges on the name road, ro 
spectively six and twelve miles east of Courtland, 
deemed it wiser to bring in an empty train which 
came up than to defend their posts, threatened 
wilb an attack from tbe same irregular cavalry, 
and so put themselves on tbe train and arrived 
safely at Decatur, a few miles distant, without 
the loss or irjury of a man. 

On ths same il ly and on Ibe one roid, eight 
miles from Decatur, a guard consiitingof twenty 
f >ur men of Company K, 31st Ohio, under tbe 
cmmitd of Lieat. Harmap, were suddenly at 
Ucked by a greatly superior force cf Ihe same 
Cavalry. They defended themselves gsllantly 
however, and repulstd the enemy, killing tevcra 
of tbe number. Lieut. Uarmin and eleven of his 
msn wero wounded, himself in two places, and 
two of hia men were ki ltd. 

The General submits thefe examples to the 
flection of the troops.
